As  you  are  aware  I  toolc  up  ny  appointment  as  I  edical  Officer  of 
Health  to  your  Authority  in  March,  1936  and  therefore,  in  introducing 
this  Annual  Report  for  1953  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Dunscambe  1  should  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Deeble  for  recording  the  information  following  this  re  amble. 

I  am  refraining  from  ary  comment  on  the  statistical  information  for 
1,55  as  the  figures  are  relatively  small  and  it  is  very  easy  to  draw  false 
conclusions  from  such  statistics. 

There  were  no  cases  of  the  more  serious  notifiable  diseases  but  it  is 
to  be  noted  that  'Tuberculosis  still  figures  strongly  on  the  list  shown  at 
Appendix  A,  when  the  relatively  small  size  of  the  population  is  taken 

into  account. 

Although  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  it  is  not  many  years  since  cases  were  regularly  occurring  and  a 
continued  high  rate  of  immunization  is  necessary.  The  figures  for 
diphtheria  immunization  in  Appendix  A  show  a  decline  of  27  primary 
immunizations;  87  children  received  primary  immunization  in  1955  so  that 
the  fall  is  rei.  tively  big  and  this  trend  will  need  watching. 

It  is  perhaps  dangerous  for  a,  newcomer  to  comment  on  staffing  in  the 
first  few  months  of  his  appointment  but  I  note  Mr.  Deeble' s  remarks  at 
the  beginning  of  his  report:  it  must  be  particularly  difficult  in  a 
relatively  sma.ll  authority  where  there  is  such  a  big  influx  of  summer 
visitors  to  be  able  to  cover  all  public  health  needs  adequately,  particularly 
at  the  height  of  the  summer  season  Then  dangerous  infectious  disease  may 
be  introduced  into  the  core  unity  from  up  country,  and  when  close

Disposal  continued  at  the  controlled  tip  at  Hayle,  used  jointly  by 
the  West  Penwith  Rural  District  Council  and  this  Authority. 

The  Council  agreed  to  dispense  with  the  employment  of  a  third  vehicle 
and  col  leering  team  during  the  Summer  season.  Xn  consequence  labour
